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PURPOSE: This rule ensures that an appli-
cant for registration by reciprocity meets the
minimum requirement for initial registration
in Missouri.

Editor’s Note: The form mentioned in this
rule follows 4 CSR 196-2.010.

(1) Individuals who are certified, licensed or
registered in another state or territory of the
United States and have passed the Uniform
National Examination (UNE) or its predeces-
sor/successor may apply for registration by
reciprocity.

(2) Applications shall be typewritten on
forms provided by the council and shall be
accompanied by the required fee.
